For the sake of convenience passenger 
cars have extensions at the ends designated 
as ‘‘platforms.’’ 
These appendages have 
a specific purpose. 
Passengers are

In politics the idea of GET IN frequently 
becomes the prevailing idea, and to that 
end professional workers in political sub­ 
terfuge construct a highly decorated struc­ 
ture trimmed in metaphor and glittering 
generalities and term it a platform and 
holler “All Aboard.” 
The spider weaves 
a silken web at his door that is a standing 
invitation to every fly to 
step 
into 
the 
parlor. 


The word “Camouflage” came into ex­ 
tensive use during the W orld’s W ar but 
the idea expressed thereby has been known 
and used by the professional politician ever 
since the Devil took Christ to the mountain- 
top and showed to him the allurements of 
the world and told him to step in. 


In national and state campaigns in which 
great questions of civil government, of in­ 
ternal and foreign affairs are involved, it 
has always been the 
custom 
for 
great 
political parties to take and express a stand 
upon the great issues involved. 
This is as 
it should be, however it is too often the 
fact even here that in the construction of 
the platform the idea of GET IN too often 
prevails. 


In city ail airs it is to be presumed that 
those who meet under the call of any politi­ 
cal organization are people who adhere to 
the principles and policies as expressed in 
the formulation of that document known 
as their party platform.

In city elections the question of good 
government is always an issue. 
It is to be 
assumed that what the people 
of 
this 
municipality want is to secure men 
who 
possess capability and integrity enough to 
look carefully to the best interests of the 
community. The highest expression of this 
can always be made by the personnel of 
the men chosen. 
The democratic 
party 
needs no platform to express the honesty, 
integrity and capability of the men found 
upon the democratic ticket. 
Beware 
of 
the man who proteste!h too much of his 
honesty! Beware of the man who assumes 
too much to his credit. 


It is not of the greatest importance to 
the people of this city whether an official 
of this city believes or disbelieves in the 
League oí Nations, or how they may feel 
about any particular tariff schedule. 
The 
Mayor, city council and other administra­ 
tive officers will have but little to do in 
their official capacity in dealing with such 
questions. 
Why then should a 
political 
party use printer’s ink, space and energy 
in a purely local issue of city government, 
by proclaiming loud and vociferously on 
these issues. 


Mr. Voter, remember that personality is 
sometimes hid by the camouflage of plat­ 
form. 
The professional 
politician 
with 
the noble instinct of the professional horse 
trader may direct your 
attention 
away 
from the true point in issue by taking a 
grandstand pose and pointing to some well- 
phrased, glittering generality expressed in 
his party platform that has no more to do 
with the affairs of our city than does some 
well-worded phrase expressing the Dar­ 
winian theory of the origin of man.
